Lexington, Ky.. September 15— One 
man was killed InstanUy, another at- 
tained probable fatal injuries, and a: 
third man and sis son ware hurt se- 
verely last night in a collision be- 
tween- an automobile and an Intorur- 
ban car at Stop 3 on the Kentucky 
Traction and Terminal Company Rail- 
way, between Lexington and Nicholas- 
vllle. 

The dead: 

Joseph Spiegel, 42 years old, Jessa- 
mine county farmer. 
The Injured: 

William Bowen, 40 years old, farm- 
er of Jessamine county, Injuries be- 
lieved to be fatal. 

Luke Gregg, 38 years old, farmer of 
Fayette county. 

James Gregg, 10 years old, of Fay- 
ette county, son of Luke Gregg. 

Tho accident occurred three quar- 
ters of a mile from Uie city limits, on 
the Nicholasvllle pike. 

Gregg, driving an automobile, was 
returning to his home from his farm, 
about three miles further out. Spiegel 
and Bowman were his guests in the 
car. * 

Gregg said he saw the Interurban 
coming about 60 yards distant, but 
ould not stop. He said be was go- 
ing at about the rate of B miles an 
hour, and that the motdVman blew 
his whistle when about 60 yards from 
the scene of the crash.

CONTINUED BY GRAND TiOH win sum fair prizes 

JURY AT HARLAN 



One of Four Negro ConvMs Says He 
Saw Mate Enter Convict Camp 
With Bloody Coat. 

Harlan, Ky., September 15. — One 
week after the brutal murder of Miss 
Laura Parsons on the Pine Mountain 
trail, finds conclusive evidence against 
her assailant still la .king, with au- 
thorities sanguine that his Identity 
will be known within a day or two. 

While detectives employed by the 
Settlement School first are investigat- 
ing the clews against Dr. H. C. Winnes 
State Veterinary agent 1 , Sheriff H. H. 
Howard and the grand jury are push- 
ing the Inquiry of the negro convicts, 
at the same time watching every phase 
of the case. 

Admission by one of the four negro 
suspects Jhat he saw a negro enter the 
camp, the afternoon of the murder, 
with a bloody coat hanging on his 
arm, was considered an important de- 
velopment yesterday, according to 
Sheriff Howard. 

"The negro did not remember who 
It was," the Sheriff said tonight, "but 
we hope to be able to obtain further 
admissions from him. He may prove 
to be the key to our problem. 

"The negrocook at the camp, who 
is one of the four negroes we are hold- 
ing, says several men had borrowed 
his coat and he did not remember who 
was wearing It the day of the murder. 
We found it by the bunk of James. Rob- 
inson, the water carrier. He says he 
had not worn It. Both Robinson and 
Sam Ellory, the Louisville negro, who 
drove the dinner wagon had opportun- 
ity to commit the crime." 

The four negroes were taken before 
the grand Jury this ufternoon. They 
were guarded by five camp guards and 
two deputy sheriffs. A large crowd 
was In town but there was no demon- 
stration. A negro minister, who has 
been talking to the negro suspects, 
also was a grand Jury witness. 

Dr. Winnes has appeared before^the 
grand jury. He is still being held un- 
der guard and walks freely around 
town. 

, The Cincinnati detectives today took 
tho road over which Dr. Winnes rode 
Tomorrow they will grill the four ne- 
gro suspects. 

A reward of |500 was offered by the 
county today. A reward of the same 
amount, was announced by Governor 
Morrow yestefday. 

Information was received today 
from Mends of Miss Parsons that she 
did not carry a handbag, but only the 
purse, which was found.

EDDINS APPEAL IS 
DISMISSED BY THE 
APPELLATE COURf 

Court of Appeals Refuses To tto Into 
Points of Law l„ Eddlns Murder 
Case Meaning a Probable Re- 
Trial This Term. 

The Kentucky Court of Appeals at 
Frankfort yesterday dismissed the ap- 
peal in the case of the Commonwealth 
vs. Henry Eddlns, Indicted in the Ma- 
son Circuit Court for wilful murder 
of Ben Schumaker, night watchman at 
the Maysville Cotton Mills. 

The case wa8 taken to the Court of 
Appeeals by agrement In order to get 
that court's opinion In the matter of 
admitting certain evidence, more par- 
ticularly what was purported to be ji 
confession or a statement made by 
Eddius at Lexington shortly after his 
arrest. . 

The refusal of the Court of Appeals 
to rule on this question before the case 
is re-trled means a probable re-trial 
of the murder case at the present term 
of the Mason Circuit Court and It is 
more than likely that an agreement for 
a time to re-try the case will be reach- 
ed by the lawyers In the case immedi- 
ately.
